All Roses flourish best when planted in good, rich, well-drained soil in an 
open sunny location, but sheltered from north winds. They should be in beds 
or borders by themselves where roots of neighboring trees or shrubs will not 
penetrate or rob the soil. Make the hole deep (10 to 12 inches) and be sure 
that the plant is set low enough so that the bud union (graft) is about 1. 
inch below the surface of the ground. As you take each plant from the pack- 
ing, soak the roots for several hours in water, or better yet dip them for a 
minute in a Ra-Pid-Gro solution, then plant as above recommended, 18 inches 
apart.

Tamp the earth firmly around 
the roots, leaving a thin layer of loose soil at the top of the 
ground to prevent baking. Remove all young leaves. It will pay 
to water each plant thoroughly after planting. For distance 
apart to set plants, see table below. It will take about 8,0C0 
spring bearing plants to the acre or 10,000 everbearing plants. 
Keep ground clean and well cultivated. It is best to keep blos- 
soms and runners on the everbearing varieties pinched off until 
the middle of July. In late fall when the ground is frozen down 
an-inch or two, cover with clean straw, leaves or shredded 
cornstalks, and do not uncover to early in the spring. 


For Grapes 


CARE AND PRUNING 


Plant grapes deeply and firmly in good, rich soil 
about 6 to 8 ft. apart. Annual and careful pruning is 
essential to the production of good grapes, this pruning 
to be done between November and March while the 
vines are entirely dormant. In training to wires, the 
first wire should be about 3 ft. from the ground, the 
second 5 {t. from the ground, with two branches grow- 
ing out from the central stock on both wires, one in 
each direction.

It is always best to plant at once if possible. If, however, 
weather or other conditions prevent, then shade trees, fruit 
trees, shrubs, roses and berry plants (except strawberries) 
should be “‘heeled-in’. Dig trench wide and deep enough. to 
hold the roots without crowding, lifting the earth from the 
trench to form a bank. Place the roots in the bottom of the 
trench, packing pulverized moist soil firmly around them, heap- 
ing more soil on the roots and a portion of the tops. If the 
ground is dry, moisten the dirt about the roots. Plant in their 
permanent locations as soon as you can.

HOW TO PLANT DAHLIAS 


Plant in late spring when the ground is warm. They should have good, well- 
drained soil and a sunny location. Plant 2 ft. apart, setting tuber 6 inches deep, on 
its side with eye up, covering with 3 inches of earth pressed firmly. Fill hole grad- 
ually as plant grows. Nip the ends of the main shoots when about 12 inches tall to 
Pouage more bloom. Water heavily at planting time, and thereafter as needed. 

Dig after first frost in fall. Cut tops to roots and store upside down in cool, dry 
cellar or cave, or place in box and cover with a mixture of Peat Moss and dry sand.
